Furnishings for the Chapel 
are being provided by Mr. and 
Mrs. T. N. Touchstone Sr., in 
memory of their two sons who 
lost their lives in a plane ac- 
cident in 1965.

Mr.- Biggers who-is a dea- 
con of, First Church, Jack- 
son, called attention to the 
fact that while the building is 
spacious, and will be very at- 
tractive, it is a functional 
building, planned to give the 
largest possible service for 
the money spent. Not one dol- 
lar is being wasted for non- 
essentials. He added that the 
building is being constructed 
for permanency, and_ will

It was 
adopted without discussion or 
debate. 

The brief recommendation 
said: ‘That the Historical 
Commission endorse the pro- 
posal that the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention adopt a name 
that reflects ‘our national-con- 
stituency."’ - 

It is believed to be the first 
time that an agency of the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
has taken official action en- 
dorsing a ‘‘national’’ name for 


the convention, although the 
executive secretary and the 
official publication of the SBC 
Home M is sion Board each 
have endorsed changing the 
name of the convention. 

The Executive Committee 
of the convention is currently 
studying the proposal, but no 
immediate action is expected. 

Major business action of the 
Historical Commission was 
elected of Fred C. Schatz, 
dean of Belmont College 
(Baptist) in Nashville, as new 
chairman, succeeding C. Pen- 
rose St. Amant, dean of the-

journeymen, pending comple 
tion of eight weeks of train- 
ing; assigned a missionary 
couple to Botswana {the 65th 
country to which Southern 
Baptist missionaries are now 
under appointment} elected 
Dr. Claude H. Rhea, Jr., of 
Houston, Tex., to i admin- 
istrative staif ew ic con- 
eultent; nemed 6 
to formulate plans fa@ the ob- 
servance of its Ith an- 
niversary in 1970; and asked 
the department for mission- 
ary personnel, with the help 
of Dr. Franklin T. Fowler, 
medical consultant, 0 plan a 
medical mission consultation 
to be held in Richmond 
in 1968.‘ 

The Foreign Mission Board 
ended 1966 with an overseas 
staff of 2,212. Recent appoint. 
ments brought the total to 2, 
287. However, the return of 
the first group of journeymen 
will bring a sharp dip in mid- 
summer. 

Of the 207 new missionar- 
ies sent out in 1966, there 
were 131 career people, 20 as-

It 
is expected that the short- 
term percentage will remain 
under 10 percent for the fore- 
seeable future.: ‘‘The  short- 
term group provides mobility 
and flexibility in personnel,” 
he said, ‘but only career peo! 
ple can provide stability and 
long-term growth.” 

The missionaries appointed 
in. 1966. included, 74 couples, 
two single men, and nine sin- 
gle women in the career, as- 


sociate, and special cate- 
gories. The journeymen were 
all single and they included 
18 men and 30 women. 

The 1966 missionaries came 
from all over the Southern 
Baptist Convention, including 
Hawaii. Texas had the larg- 
est group, followed by North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Mis- 
souri (tied), Oklahoma, and 
Kentuekf and Virginia (tied), 
in that order. (The state 
counted was that In which the 


missionary was residing at 
the time of appointment.) 
Thirty-nine of the 63 coun-

S. Africa Crusade 
Still To Continue 


ATLANTA (BP)—A spokes- 
man for the Baptist Union of 
South Africa said here that 
plans for a revival crusade in 
his country are likely to con- 
tinue, despite Southern Bap- 
tist cancellation of their sup- 
porting role. 

Keith W. Reid, secretary 
for the South Africa Baptist 
Christian education depart- 
ment, said that Southern Bap- 
tist preachers had lost a great 
opportunity for evangelism. 

The Baptist Home Mission 
Board here was to have re- 
cruited about 100 preachers 
for the September crusade, 
but backed out when the Bap- 
tist Union and the South 
African government placed 


stipulations on the agreement, 
including a statement that an 
integrated party of evange- 
lists could not be welcomed 
at the airport, and that 
preaching on race was forbid- 
den. : 

South Africa is governed by 
a policy of strict separation 
of the races, and the Southern 
Baptist Home Mission Board 
was originally to have recruit- 
ed about 20 Negro preachers 
for Negro churches partici- 
pating in the crusade. 

Reid said loss of Southern 
Baptist support may delay 
the simultaneous crusades in 
about 100 of the Baptist Un- 
ion’'s 138 churches. He ex-

Great Issues Before Today's People. 


An Editorial Report 

Today’s churches, denominations and Christians 
face some of the most-difficult issues in the history 
of Christendom. This was clearly revealed at the 
recent sessions of the Associated Church Press in 
New York City. Here editors of nearly 200 religious 
journals of the United States and Canada, spent three 
days discussing and considering the issues facing to- 
day's Christians. The general theme of the meeting 
was ‘The Religious Journal In A Time of Controversy.”’ 

The editors heard outstanding religious leaders 
representing both the liberal and conservative theolog- 
ical positions. There was sharp debate on some of the 
issues presented. There was a briefing session with a 
top member of the U. S. Mission to United Nations. 
The editors attended a service at a Baptist church 
which has changed its whole program, in its effort to

In addition to these major experiences at 
the meeting, there were dinners, group conferences and 
business sessions. This editor came away from the 
ectihe with a new concept and better understanding 
of the complex problems facing Southern Baptists and 
other Christian groups in today’s world. 

Controversial issues faced by Christians and 
churches include the type of message to be pro- 
claimed, the future of the chure’: as an institution, 
ecumenism, racial justice, war and peace, communi- 
cation with the ‘‘now”’ generation, and others. There is 
sharp division on almost all of these issues, and South- 
ern Baptists are not the only groups facing critical de- 
cisions. 

The clash between liberal and conservative the- 
ological positions, is one of the basic conflicts of the 
hour. Some reject the authority of the Bible, and the 
New Testament message of personal redemption in 
Jesus Christ, and substitute for the gospel a different 
message which might be classed as a gospel of social 
concern. There is difference of opinion as to the future 
of the church, with some groups saying that the church 
as an institution is dying and will be replaced by a 
Christianity more appealing to the masses. These are 
saying that the churches should get puf of the sangtu- 
aries and into the streets. Opposing them are those who 
admit that there must be social concern as an integral 
part of Christianity, but feel that the basis for it still 
must be in a personal redemption experience through 
faith in Jesus Christ. The division here is sharp and 
there is little evidence that the opposing forces ever 
will get together. 

The strongest movement in Christianity today is 
ecumenism. This goes beyond the idea of getting re- 
lated groups such as Protestants together, but many 
of the exponents also envision closer relationships of 
Protestants and Catholics in some type of unity pro- 
gram. The major objection many have to this move- 
ment is that the unity is not based upon doctrinal be- 
liefs, but upon other things. There is no unity of ac- 
ceptance of the Bible as the Word of God, or of Jesus 
Christ as the Son of God. Since it is not based upon 
divine revelation, it most certainly will not bring 


about the spiritual revolution which its proponents. 


predict. Conservative Christians find little in it that is 
appealing or scriptural. 

Racial justice is still a vital issue before religious 
groups, although it was discussed very little in this 
particular meeting, since at least the approval of its 
objectives has been accomplished in most denomina- 
tions. 

War and peace were very prominent in the dis- 
cussions. Some speakers expressed disapproval of the 
U.S. government for its Viet Nam policies, while oth- 
ers just as strongly supported the government. Again 
the liberal and conservative theological positions, 
seemed largely to determine the attitude. It was clear 
that all Christian leaders want the war ended as soon 
as possible, but the conservatives want it without sur- 
render to Communism. At the briefing with the U. S. 
Mission to the U. N. the position of the United States in

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Viet Nam was explained and defended. It was made 
clear that surrender by unilateral action is not going 
to make for world ‘peace. ae 

One of the most startling experiences of the meet-

ing was the visit to Judson Memorial Baptist Church __ | 


in Greenwich Village. This is an American Baptist 
Convention church but its program was far different 
E from anything that we have seen. The building has 
been stripped of its pulpit, pulpit furniture, pews and 
choir chairs, and has been made into-a type of theatre. 
However, it did nof’have the attractiveness of the com- 
mercial theatre. The program of the church in its ef- 
fort 1o minister to the people of the Greenwich Village 
area was explained and discussed by the associate 
pastor. A quartet of four young people, two men and 
two women, sang and played folk musie; as an exam- 
ple of the music used in the church program. They 
-presented calls to worship, worship songs, and others 
which were far different from usual church music. A 
man gave an interpretative ‘‘religious’’ dance, and was 
followed by a group of young men and women present- 


ing a dance used in ‘‘worship’’. It was a strange, dis-. 


turbing, depressing experience, for there was no evi- 
dence of anything in the service which would in any 
way point a person toward Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lofd. Moreover, inquiry failed to reveal that as in any 

2?y the purpose. This impressed an outsider as a 
case where the world has turned the church upside 
down, rather than the church turning the world upside 
down. This church may be reaching some of this new 
generation, but one cannot but wonder ‘‘reaching them 
for what.” 7 : 

A conference perid was- spent in discussing the 
problems of reaching a modern young generation 
which, we were told, ‘‘does not want to even listen to 
what anyone over 3( has to say’’. There was no satis- 
factory answer given as to how to reach these modern 
ern youth. This editor, however, was encouraged 
by remembering that thousands of wonderful young 
people are being reached by the churches which are 
preaching Christ and challenging youth, and adults as 
well, to follow the Lord Jesus Christ, through personal 
faith for salvation, and spiritual dedication for Chris- 
tian living. 1 am convinced that the reason many mod- 
ern churches are empty and are not reaching people; 
is because they, have abandoned a positive faith, and 
a clear messagé\of salvation. Even this generation will 
follow Christ, when they know that He is the Son of 
God, and worthy of their faith, worship and service 

I came away from_this meeting, not only with a 
better concept of what is happening in the world, as it 
relates to Christianity, but also with a new conviction 
that the ideas and programs of religious liberalism 
will not meet the needs of that world. The one answer 
to the problems and hungers of today’s world is a fresh 

resentation of the gospel of Jesus Christ. I. pray that 
Mississippi Baptists and Southern Baptists will never 
substitute anything else for that as their basic message. 
We can be strengthened, too, by the fact that there are 
er groups which have the same conviction. We are 
ngt_dlone in this effort to give a positive, clear, Bible- 
centered message of redemption in Jesus Christ.

For the first few years fol- 
lowing my father’s (Dr. P, I. 
Lipsey's) takeover of The 
Baptist Record early in 1912, 


~Pather and I left-Clnton (our 


home) by train at about 8:15 
a.m. and arrived at our office 
in Jackson about 9 a. m., and 
got back to Clinton about 7:30 
p. m. This meant early break- 


fast and late supper, and a. 


long tiring day. Then we ar- 
ranged with a ‘‘young preach- 
er’’ called “Bishop” Hamilton 
to take us in his taxi. Later 
Rev. Bryan Simmons, who 
was also living in Clinton and 
working in Jackson, bought a 
Ford touring car and ferried 
us back and forth‘for a small 
fee. Later we bought a Chev- 
rolet touring car for this use. 
This gave us shorter hours 
away from home. 

When my work got so heavy 
that I had often to work as 
late as 10 p. m., I bought a 
folding cot and mattress, bor- 
rowed covers from Mother, 
and slept in the back of the 
store. I ate a light breakfast 
and supper at the Royal Cafe, 
which was somewhere near 
where the Heidelberg Hotel 
is (and near our store, too). 
Father and I usually ate lunch 
in the back of the store, a

lunch which MotHer fixed 
and Father or } brought to 
Jackson. 

Mother and Father thought 
t was not getting enough to 
eat. So when the owner of the 
Royal Cafe offered to give me 
a daily hot lunch in exchange 
for typing his menus, I ac- 
cepted. 
- Along about Jan. 1917, Fa- 
ther and Mother arranged for 
me to board. and.rcom” with 
Dr. and Mrs. T. J. Bailey at 
512 East High Street. (Winter 


nights without continuous heat. 


were pretty cold in the store's 
rear.) This was for me a de- 
lightful arrangement. Dr. and 
Mrs, Bailey were exceedingly 
jolly hosts and magnificent 
providers: food was plentiful 
and superb; every night when 
I came back to my room, a 
fire would be glowing in my 
grate and a comfortable bed 
awaited me. I continued to 
eat noon lunch at the Royal 
Cafe, on the quid pro quo 
basis. I don't think the Bai- 
leys ever made a cent on the 
housing and feeding deal. 

In those days the walk from 
High Street to 160 East Capi- 
tol Street was for me not long 
and it was exceeding pleasant 
and no doubt healthful. My 
route lay from the Bailey's

FORT WORTH (BP)—Audi- 
ence response to the televi- 
sion broadcast of an hour-long 
special on the life of Christ 
has been called ‘‘overwhelm- 
ing"’ by the head of the South- 
ern Baptist Radio and Tele- 
vision Commission here. 


More than 7,000 letters and 
responses have been received 
by the commission following 
broadcast of the program, 
“The Vine,’’ by the National 
Broadcasting Co. 

“Of the 7,000 letters re- 
ceived to this date, less than 
10 have been unfavorable— 
and then, the criticism was 
extremely mild," said Paul 
M. Stevens, executive direc- 


tor of the SBC Radio-TV Com-. 


mission, which produced “The 
Vine”’ jointly with NBC-TV. 
An estimated nation - wide 
audience of more than 25 mil- 
lion people viewed the pre- 
Easter, hour-long color docu- 
mentary on the-network tele- 
vision broadcast, Sunday aft- 
ernoon, March 12. ae 
Typical of the 7,000 re- 
sponses received, said Stev- 
ens, were letters which said in 
part: 
“*. . .There would be fewer 
people saying ‘God is Dead’ 


if God were given equal time 
on television, and if when pre- 
sented, it was done on a qual- 
ity level, professionally pre- 
sented as today."’ 

“. . . T was so pleased to 
see what is being done by 
Southern Baptists to spread 
the Gospel and to reach many 
who would not bé reached 
otherwise." 

“... Your presentation was 
outstanding and so practical 
in that it brought out how the 
‘then’ is still ‘now’ and mod- 
ern day applications of Chris- 
tianity."”” 

“... Yourproduction 
showed a genuine break- 
through in the presentation of 
Christ to a Twentieth Century 
America,"" ' 

“. . . We,.need more pro- 
grams like this for our peo- 
ple to watch on television.” 

Stevens said the responses 
came from almost every state 
in the nation, with especially 
large response from the East 
and from California. Members 
of more than 20 different re- 
ligious denominations have 
praised the production. 

As a result of the response, 
the network is planning to 
reschedule ‘‘The Vine” some- 
time in 1968, Stevens said.

I 
was so desirous of having a 
part in the war before it was 
over that I was not very effi- 
cient at the office. Then it 
was announced (as I recall) 
that after a certain in date in 
December 1917 no more volun- 
teers would be accepted. 
After that, one would have to 
take his chances with con- 
scription. That settled it for 
me. Early in December I ‘en- 
listed, just making the mini- 
mum weight of 110 pounds. 
On the railway car which 
contained me and 30 or 40 oth- 
ers of my sort (who did not 
want to wait for drafting) 
who were on our way to Jack- 
son Barracks, New Orleans, 
one of our number had 
chalked in big letters: 
“DRAFT DODGERS.” In 
those days this was con- 
sidered a prime jest. — 


On the night before I left, I 
said goodbye to Mother and 
Father in Clinton, spent the 
night in Jackson, and early in 
the morning said goodbye to 
my host and hostess, Dr. and 
Mrs. T. J. Bailey. Then I 
lugged my valise to the I.C. 
station. Next morning I was 
in Jackson Barracks, filled to 
the top of my gullet with ba- 
nanas and water in order to 
maintain minimum weight. I 
made it. 


When I got out of the Army, 
still a prjyate, Dr_J. B. Law- 


rence, Secretary of the Con- 


vention Board when the board 
bought the Record and store, 
employed me for a few 
_ weeks. My job was to wind 


up the affairs of the Missis-

Dr. Quarles, who last year 
journeyed to the Canary Is- 
lands as chaplain for a lay- 
man’s mission to’ Spain, 
preached in Torras’ church at 
Las Palmas. While there, he 
invited the pastor te visit the 
States. : 
~~ forras, who arrived in New 
York by plane, via Madrid, on 
April 3, expects to stay until 
the end of the month. 


In New York, -he met Dr. 
Paul James, who is in charge 
of Southern Baptist work in 
that area. In Washington, D. 
C. he preached in a Spanish- 
speaking church. At Rich- 
mond, where he jeined Dr. 
Quarles for the meeting of thé 
Foreign Mission Board, he at- 
tended the appointment serv- 
ice for 26 new missionaries.

Mr. Torras received his 
theological degree from the 
European Baptist Theological 
Seminary at  Ruschlikon, 
Zurich, Switzerland. 

He is pastor of the fifty- 
member Baptist church, on 
the island of Gran Canaria, in 
the city of Las Palmas—the 
first Baptist church, and the 
-only Baptist church, on the 
island. 

There is also a Southern 
Baptist church on the island 
of Tenerife, with about 150 
members. Southern Baptists 
have had work in the Canary 
Islands for only ten or eleven 
years. They do not as yet 
have a missionary living 
there, but Torras says the is- 
land Baptists are hoping one 
will be appointed before long, 
from the Foreign Mission 
Board, SBC. The seven islands 
have a population of a few 
more than a million. 

At first, the Las Palmas 
congregation met in the Tor- 
ras’ home. They still meet in. 


the same place, but the pas- 
tor and his family have 
moved to another house. A 
new church building is under 
construction now. One-fourth 
of its cost will be. met by the 
Lottie Moon Offering of the 
Foreign Mission Board. 

Most unusuai is the fact 
that this chhurch has many 
more men than women. At 
least three - fourths of the 
members are men and boys, 
between the ages of 12 and 
4. As in all of Spain, the is- 
land is dominantly Catholic. 
And it seems to be harder 
for the women to break away 
from the deeply rooted Cath- 
olic ties. It is harder for them 
to be independent, than it is 
for the men. 

Pastor Torras speaks very 
goed English. In fact, he 
teaches.two English classes, 
one for the primary children 
in the daytime and anoth- 
er-for adults at night, includ- 
ing officers from the city ad-

Torras has a chance to wit- 
ness through these English 
classes, using the New Testa- 
ment in Spanish-English as 
one of the textbooks. Dr. 
Quarles attended one of the 
English classes when he was 
im the Canary Islands. He 
said he learned some English 
rules he didn't know! 

Born and raised in Barce- 
lona, Juan Torras was con- 
verted at the age of 12. All 
his family were Catholics. On 
his own, he started attending 
the Baptist church, and ac- 
cepted Christ, and was bap- 
tized. Later his mother, too, 
became a Baptist, but others 
of his famity-ave not. (He

The Sanhedrin assembled. 
It was the same’proud ‘ahd 
heartless group that had con- 
demned—Jesus. Peter and 
John were brought before the 
court. The charge was im- 
plied by the question: “By 
what power, or by what 


resurrection of the 
dead. With a fresh sense of 
the presence and help of the 
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Witness Before The Sanhedrin 


central figure in history. Be- 
yond this, Jesus was—he is. 
and will forever be—the one 
and only way of salvation. 
THE FRUSTRATED 
SANHEDRIN (vv. 13-18) 
The Sanhedrin felt utterly 
frustrated. They recognized 
the boldness of Peter and 
John. And they marveled all 
the more because the apostles 
were . without learning “ and. 
training as rabbis but were 
convincing by their manner 


and their words. The only ex- - 


planation was that “they had 
been with Jesus.’ The mem- 
bers of the Sanhedrin could 
Say nothing to deny the testi- 
mony of Peter: the healed 
man was right in their midst, 
living evidence of a miracle 
and undeniable evidence of 
the power of the living Christ. 

Peter and John were sént 
outside, while the Sanhedrin 
considered a course of action. 
The members decided to 
threaten Peter and John and 
let them go, but charge them 
to speak no further word to 
anyone about Jesus. 
IMPOSSIBLE SILENCE 
(vv. 19-20) 

The response of Peter and 
John to the threats and the 
charge of the Sanhedrin was: 
“We cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen 
and heard."" They left it to 
the Sanhedrin to decide 
whether obedience to them or 
obedience to God was right. 
For them silence was impos- 
sible. 

Truths to Live By 

Fear can be overcome.— 
The transformation in Simon 
Peter is both challenge and 
inspiration for Christians to- 
day. After Pentecost, he be- 
came a_ fearless follower. 
Fear is not unnatural, not 
even for the Christian. But 
fear can be overcome. The 
secret in overcoming fear is 
not a denial of danger or in- 
difference to danger but con- 
fidence in Christ whatever 


early Christians felt keenly 
their need, and they prayed for 
boldness. Those who witness 
for Christ will encounter ridi- 
cule. They will be misunder- 
stood and criticized. The 
Christian witness, therefore, 
must be possessed of a sense 
of inner compulsion that 
‘makes him daring and even 
willing to hazard danger for 
Christ's sake. 

For the (Christian, the au- 
therity of Chfist is final. — 
The evil world around us will 
‘always question the authority 
for Christian action. The ene- 
mies of Christ will question 
the Christian's credentials and 
deny his right to speak. At

DEVOTIONAL - 
Thanking God For Difficulty

How often we find occasion to praise God for His abundant 
blessings. How often there has béen stirred in our minds 
and hearts, emotions of gratitude and praise for physical 
and spiritual blessings that have added luster 
to life. Yet, how often do we thank God for 
hardship? To be thankful for hardships pos- 
sibly is the most difficult praise to offer God 
but at the same time, the most rewarding. 

THANKFULNESS FOR HARDSHIP, 
FIRST OF ALL, IS A PREVENTIVE OF 
BITTERNESS. (There are few more ugly 
traits than those which are suggested by the 
word self; self-centered, self-conscious, self- 
sufficient, self-pitying, self-satisfied. Men who 
see only this interpersonal world have not seen the world as 
it really is.) We cannot afford to put blinders on as to stark 
reality that we live in a world of trouble. Our life comes tous 
in many hues. Life is a varied kind of experience and not 
always do we prosper. Not always do we have health. Not al- 
ways do we possess wealth, but in the frame of life’s changing 
experiences we can learn to be thankful. 

THANKFULNESS FOR TROUBLE CAN ADD A NEW 
DIMENSION TO OUR LIVING. The true blessings of life 
do not always come to us in neat little packages. This was 
illustrated in the life of a lad whose legs were twisted at 
birth and upon whom it became necessary to place heavy 
braces. The father went through the difficult ordeal of ad- 
justing. the thumbscrews on these braces each day. This 
boy, with straightened legs, expressed it succinctly, ‘‘I have 
learned to be grateful for a father who turned the thumb- 
screws even when it hurt.’’ Jesus promised that we would 
suffer and that if we ‘suffered with Him we would also reign 
with Him. And, if we wguld bear the cross we would also 
wear a crown. He promised that blessings would come out 
of persecution for righteousness sake. As one put it, a Chris- 
tian's life is a life of comfort, challenge, trust and trouble 
and one is never far behind the other. Paul’s prayer for the 
Thessalonians was that their faith might be able to encom- 
Fass all of life's experiences. He indicated to these that 
without a doubt God even intends to take their suffering and 
to make them, by this, worthy of His kingdom. 

WE NEED TO HAVE THE PERSPECTIVE OF A 
THANKFUL HEART. Let us realize that life’s best has con- 
tinued to come to us and that even if life's worst has come, 
the best also keeps coming. Or to Say concerning our difficult 
task. “‘Thank God for His trust of me with a difficult job."" 
Or with our difficult ordeals, ‘Thank God for risking me in 
such a high place."’ Or of difficult loneliness or loss to which 
we must accustom ourselves, ‘‘Thank God for Mis presence 
in the midst of the shadows. : :
